In a standing room only 
Hopi Tribal Council cham- 
ber, students from the First 
Mesa Elementary school 
delivered a strong message 
to the Hopi Tribal Coun- 
cil, urging Council to take 
immediate action to help 
resolve the dangerous and 
unsafe water conditions on 
the Hopi Reservation. 

“Over the past sever- 
al months, we have been 
discussing current events 
in our class,” said Ma- 
vasta Honyouti, 6 th Grade

The Hopi Special Diabe- 
tes Program held a “Qua’ ah 
and So’ oh Day”, a rodeo 
themed event on Nov. 17 at 
the Hopi Veterans Memori- 
al Center (HVMC). 

Hopi Elderly Centers 
from Moenkopi, Hotevil- 
la, Bacavi, Shungopavy 
and First Mesa Villages as 
well as elders from across 
the reservation attended the 
day of activities that con- 
sisted of events like; barrel 
racing, pole bending, team 
roping and goat tying. 

Beatrice Norton, Director 
of the Office of Adult and 
Aging Department said the 
event began four years ago 
as a way to get elders active.. 

“The Special Diabetes 
Program came up with the 
idea to have a day of activi- 


Teacher. “One particular 
event that interested them 
most was the occupation 
and resistance of the water 
protectors at the Standing 
Rock Reservation against 
the Dakota Access Pipe- 
line. The momentum of that 
movement inspired stu- 
dents to focus on incidents 
happening in our own vil- 
lages and reservation. Stu- 
dents focused on the water 
quality at the First Mesa 
villages. The arsenic levels 
are dangerously high and 
students are concerned.” 


ties for the elders where the 
first was a Native Fitness 
Day where they danced 
to our traditional dances,” 
said Norton. “The idea of 
this event is to keep the el- 
ders active.” 

The event began with 
warm up exercise for the el- 
ders to participate in the ro- 
deo events. Elders signed up 
to participate in any of the 
rodeo events of their liking. 
Many signed up for more 
than one event or more. 

Norton said she was 
surprised that a lot of the 
elders stepped up to partic- 
ipate in the events or made 
the attempt to. 

There were 10-20 par- 
ticipants for each of the 
events and they were being 
timed like an actual rodeo. 
Participants with the lowest 
time won ribbons for first, 
second and third place. 


Members of the Hopi-Te- 
wa Community movement 
along with Teachers accom- 
panied students and opened 
up the presentation by tell- 
ing Council that the dangers 
from high levels of arsenic 
and unsafe water condi- 
tions (primarily in First and 
Second Mesa areas), pose 
grave concern for serious 
health related conditions; 
including cancer, diabetes 
and is detrimental to the 
health and well-being of the 
Hopi people. 

Members of the grass- 


The last event was a 
horse show; each of the 
Elderly Centers entered a 
horse into the event. Most 
were stick horses; Wal- 
pi village entered a horse 
made of paper mache. 

Along with the rodeo ac- 
tivities was a craft show; 
elders who entered the craft 
show were judged on their 
crafts and received ribbons. 

The Hopi Nutrition 
Center provided lunch 
of pulled barbeque pork, 
ranch style beans, coleslaw 
and combread. 

The Hopi Nutrition Pro- 
gram encourages elders to 
be active. During the week 
when elder centers come 
to the Nutrition Center for 
lunch, they visit the Well- 
ness Center to exercise. 

Norton said the Elder 
Activity Day evolved 
throughout the years and 


roots Movement has placed 
the dangers and threats of 
the unsafe water condi- 
tions a priority and have 
been actively advocating 
for action and results to 
help remedy the problem. 
Through research, they 
have learned that the high 
levels of arsenic and con- 
taminants is not only un- 
safe for drinking but is also 
unsafe to the body when 
showering, bathing, and 
washing clothes and cook- 
ing/eating utensils. 


the event planners began 
to put a theme to every 
event and have encouraged 
elders to dress according to 
the themes. 

The idea spun off of a 
program called “Enhanced 
Fitness”, an exercise pro- 
gram intended for seniors 
where the Wellness Cen- 
ter visited Elder Centers 
across the reservation to 
hold exercise sessions with 
the seniors. 

“They have modified the 
exercises where the seniors 
can sit and exercise,” said 
Norton. “Some of the se- 
niors can’t stand for long 
periods of time.” 

Norton said she encour- 
ages seniors who are 55 
and over to come to future 
events to for a day of so- 
cializing and exercise, and 
to just get out of the house.

The Hopi Tribal Council 
approved the Hopi Tribe 
FY 2017 General Fund 
Operating Budget in the 
amount of $18,445,429.00 
on December 1, 2016. 

The Council also ap- 
proved the Budget Ap- 
propriations Language for 
January 1 through Decem- 
ber 31, 2017 and direct- 
ed the Tribal Treasurer to 
carry out the intent of the 
approved Resolution in 
accordance with the estab- 
lished Hopi Tribe’s Fiscal 
Management Policy.

Hopi Tribe

By a majority vote of 12 
in favor, 4 opposed and 0 
abstaining, the Hopi Tribal 
Council approved Resolu- 
tion H- 11 0-20 16, autho- 
rizing and directing Hopi 
Chairman Herman G. 
Honanie to request a State 
Gaming Compact with the 
State of Arizona and the 
Hopi Tribe. 

With a declining reve- 
nue, the Hopi Tribal Coun- 
cil continues to discuss 
and pursue economic de- 
velopment opportunities, 
as a priority, to maintain 
a balanced tribal budget 
consistent with the pur- 
pose of serving the welfare 
of the Hopi people. 

On Aug. 6, 2015, the 
Council created a Hopi 
Gaming Task Team with 
the assignment of explor- 
ing the Advantages and 
Benefits of Tribal Gaming 
and the leasing of Hopi 
gaming machines to Tribes 
who already have estab- 
lished Casinos. 

The Team visited and 
met with several Gaming 
Tribes and compiled a Fi- 
nal Report which they pre- 
sented to the Tribal Coun- 
cil on October 3; after they 
had presented their find- 
ings to the Hopi people at 
Village meetings and also 
in Phoenix, Flagstaff and 
Albuquerque. 

The Council accepted 
the Report and the Rec- 
ommendations of the Task 
Team in which they rec- 
ommended the Hopi Tribe 
enter a Gaming Compact 
with the State of Arizona.

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From PI HTC approves 2017 Budget 


From PI Gaming Compact 


Due to the shortfall in the 
Hopi Tribe’s Revenue, the 
Budget Oversight Team 
(BOT), chaired by Vice 
Chairman Alfred Lomah- 
quahu, Jr. was directed to 
complete a proposed FY 
2017 budget with a 12% 
cut from the FY 2016 
approved budget. Chal- 
lenged with the reduced 
revenue and directive from 
Council, the task proved 
to be burdensome as many 
Departments, Programs 
and Villages, were greatly 
impacted and some pro- 
grams would be left with 
zero dollars to operate. 

After several months of 
work and careful review 
of all budget proposals, the 
BOT, spearheaded by Bud- 
get Analyst Wilfred Gas- 
eoma, presented the first 
recommended budget to 
Council for a preliminary 


review in October. At that 
time, the Council made 
their “priority” recommen- 
dations to either cut and/or 
not fund certain programs. 
Four Villages, lacking fi- 
nancial audits, were only 
funded $82,500 (to com- 
plete their audits) 

The Council stated ALL 
villages/communities must 
complete an independent 
audit for FY20 15/20 16 
of all village financial re- 
cords, assets, liabilities, 
capital accounts, revenue, 
investments and expendi- 
tures. 

After receiving recom- 
mendations from Council, 
the BOT notified programs 
to resubmit their budgets at 
the recommend amounts. 

BOT presented their fi- 
nal recommended budget 
to the Tribal Council in 
November, at which a few 


programs and Villages ap- 
pealed their budget cuts to 
Council. 

After careful consider- 
ation Council either ap- 
proved/disapproved ad- 
justments to their operating 
budgets. 

Although a reduced bud- 
get will greatly impact 
everyone, the adjustments 
are critical in order to keep 
the priority services of 
the Hopi Tribe functional. 
This will necessitate care- 
ful planning and effective 
business management 
practices by everyone in- 
volved. 

The full budget and 
budget appropriations 
language as directed and 
approved by Council, in- 
cluding the drawdown 
proccess for Villages will 
be published in the Dec. 20 
edition. 


Under the Indian Gaming 
Regulatory Act and vari- 
ous Arizona statutes gov- 
erning Indian gaming, the 
Hopi Tribe is entitled to an 
allocation of 900+ gaming 
machines and the right to 
deploy those machines in 
up to 3 casinos licensed to 
conduct Class III gaming. 

The AZ Revised Statute 
section 5-60 1 .02 further 
requires that “If the tribe 
enters into a transfer agree- 
ment to transfer some, or 
all, of its gaming device 
operating rights, the tribe 
shall also execute a for- 
bearance agreement with 
the State.” 

According to the Res- 
olution approved by the 
Tribal Council, “ due to the 
absence of any discernable 
negative cultural impact to 
the Hopi Tribe and in light 
of the considerable poten- 
tial economic benefit to be 


derived from entering into 
a Compact, the actions au- 
thorized by this Resolution 
do not require another ref- 
erendum of the Hopi and 
Tewa people prior to Hopi 
Tribal Council authoriza- 
tion.” 

Chairman Herman Hon- 
anie was therefore direct- 
ed to take all actions nec- 
essary to fulfill the intent 
of the Resolution and to 
report back to the Coun- 
cil when the Actions have 
been completed. 

As directed, Chairman 
Honanie sent a letter to 
AZ Governor Doug Ducey 
on November 15, request- 
ing a Tribal- State Gaming 
Compact between the State 
of Arizona and the Hopi 
Tribe. 

No further information 
was available as of press 
time on the response from 
Governor Ducey’s office.

The Grand Canyon is rec- 
ognized by the United Na- 
tions as a World Heritage 
Site thanks in large part 
to its unsurpassed beauty, 
which encompasses exten- 
sive stretches of old-growth 
forests, unique geologic 
features and pristine water- 
sheds. Thousands of plant, 
animal and aquatic species, 
some of which are found no- 
where else on Earth, thrive 
above and below the canyon 
rim, right down to the Col- 
orado River itself. The area 
has been home to humans 
for more than 12,000 years, 
a span that includes some of 
the earliest known cultures 
here in North America. 

The Hopi tribe considers 
the Grand Canyon a place of 
origin, a spiritual home and 
sanctuary of cultural tradi- 
tion. The tribe’s history and 
culture cannot be separated 
from it. For generations the 
entire community has con- 
sidered the Canyon hallowed 
ground. Few issues unite 
the tribe like the continued 
preservation of the Grand 
Canyon and the surrounding 
area, and that’s why today 
the Hopi strongly support 
the proposed Greater Grand 
Canyon Heritage National 
Monument. President Obama 
should use his power under 
the Antiquities Act to estab- 
lish this monument and pro- 
tect this sensitive land while 
there’s still time. 

Hopi ancestors left be- 
hind abundant and tangible 
proof of their existence here. 
These footprints of Hopi his- 
tory include ancient villages, 
migration routes, artifacts, 
petroglyphs and the physical 
remains of buried ancestors. 
These are remembered and 
maintained through oral tra- 
dition, pilgrimage, song and 
prayer. Among the many oth- 
er values a well-preserved 
Grand Canyon provides the 
people of this nation and our 
entire planet, these cultur- 
ally important places must 
be protected to ensure Hopi 
people can continue to in- 
teract with their ancestral 
past. This interaction forms 
a living connection between 
Hopi people, their ancestors 
and the Grand Canyon itself, 
which is just as important to- 
day as it has ever been. 

This connection continual- 
ly reminds Hopi of the respon- 
sibility to preserve essential 


qualities of life: clean air and 
water, unspoiled wilderness 
- and the peace of mind that 
comes with knowing future 
generations will enjoy these 
same gifts. The Hopi tribe 
is aware these qualities are 
under continued ecological 
threat from uranium mining, 
unregulated development, 
loss of old-growth forests and 
the degradation of watershed 
areas. The Greater Grand 
Canyon Heritage National 
Monument will end those 
threats and protect one of the 
world’s greatest unspoiled 
natural areas once and for all. 

When the balance of na- 
ture is disrupted, especially 
by something as dramatic as 
the construction of a mine or 
the diversion of a river, the 
landscape cannot simply be 
put back together as it once 
was. Such impacts negative- 
ly affect not only the natural 
and cultural values of the 
Grand Canyon region, but 
the spiritual values that are 
at the heart of Hopi tradition. 

That’s why Chairman 
Honanie hand-delivered a 
letter to President Obama in 
April urging him to establish 
the Greater Grand Canyon 
Heritage National Monument 
before he leaves office. It ap- 
plauded his efforts to recog- 
nize and preserve culturally 
important Native American 
sites around the country and 
asked him to “afford the 
Hopi, and all other Tribal 
Nations that hold the Grand 
Canyon as sacred, the same 
respect and dignity by be- 
stowing Monument status 
on the Grand Canyon water- 
shed.” 

The Hopi tribe is firmly 
committed to working with 
presidential staff, congres- 
sional representatives, feder- 
al, state and local agencies in 
the development of this mon- 
ument. In doing so, the tribe 
will rely on its traditional 
values of humility, coopera- 
tion, dedication and mutual 
respect. These values are the 
foundation of its unified call 
for the protection and pres- 
ervation of lands that remain 
as important to the Hopi cul- 
tural landscape today as they 
have been for centuries. 

Rep. Raul M. Grijalva 
(D-Ariz.) is the ranking 
member of the House Com- 
mittee on Natural Resourc- 
es. Herman Honanie is the 
chairman of the Hopi tribe. 


The group spoke of the 
consequences of unsafe wa- 
ter to young children and 
youth who still have strong 
bodies. They also talked 
about the effects on babies 
from nursing mothers as 
well as the unborn. 

The group is in strong 
support of completing the 
Hopi Arsenic Mitigation 
Project (HAMP) and en- 
couraged Tribal Council to 
prioritize water issues and 
appropriate H-13 Tribal 
funds to support comple- 
tion of the Project. To date, 
two wells have been drilled 
near the Turquoise trail area 
through funding provided 
by the EPA. Because of the 
Tribe’s incomplete financial 
audits, it has been a chal- 
lenge to apply for Grants. 

Before the group con- 
cluded, they told the Coun- 
cil to expect their continued 
presence and challenged the 
Council to provide quar- 
terly updates to the Hopi 
people on their efforts to 
resolve the water conditions 
and bring clean, safe water 
to the community. 

In their classrooms, 
FMES students wrote let- 
ters to Tribal officials about 
their concerns and learned 
that members of the Ho- 
pi-Tewa community move- 
ment would be attending a 
Council meeting on Nov. 
21. Honyouti’s 6 th grade 


class was invited to attend 
and present their letters of 
concern. 

“I knew this would be 
a tremendous opportunity 
for the students to pursue 
an active role in their com- 
munity,” said Hoyouti. 

The children spoke and 
and the Council took to 
heart what they had to say. 

3 rd grade students made 
posters and presented each 
Council member with a 
poster. Messages on the 
posters were inscribed with 
essays and pictures of the 
importance of water. Two 
students, Sheldon Joseph, 
3rd Grade (Sichomovi Vil- 
lage) and Futher Emerson 
Jr., 6th Grade (Shungopavi 
Village) read their letters 
aloud to the Tribal Council. 
One student stated: “The el- 
ders and adults always talk 
about doing things for future 
generations, our children 
and our children’s children. 
We are the children they are 
talking about.” 

“This moment is the first 
of many where the stu- 
dents will be working to 
make a change,” said Ho- 
nyouti. “They understand 
their actions and words 
are purposeful. I am very 
proud of these students.” 

Before leaving, the chil- 
dren recited their Daily 
Pledge to Tribal Council:

Hopi Department of Transportation awarded 
funding for Sign Upgrade and Replacement Project

The Hopi Department 
of Transportation (HDOT) 
submitted an application 
to the Highway Safety Im- 
provement Program (HSIP) 
to receive funds for signage 
upgrades and replacement, 
and stripping. The Sign 
Upgrade and Replacement 
Project and Stripping Proj- 
ect are sponsored by the 
Northern Arizona Council 
of Governance (NACOG), 
which the Hopi Tribe is a 
member of. HDOT was ap- 
proved for the sign upgrade 
and replacement project at 
100% with no matching 
funds required. 

“The Highway Safe- 
ty Improvement Program 
(HSIP) is a core Federal-aid 
program, and the goal of 
the program is to achieve 
a significant reduction in 
traffic fatalities and serious 
injuries on all public roads, 
including non- State-owned 
public roads and roads on 
tribal lands. The HSIP re- 
quires a data-driven, strate- 
gic approach to improving 
highway safety on all pub- 
lic roads that focuses on 


performance.” (U.S. Dept 
of Transportation) 

Michael Fomayaktewa, 
Director of HDOT said 
these funds were available 
to tribes, but only Hopi and 
Navajo applied. 

“We were required to 
take inventory of all the 
signs within the villages 
and major roadways,” said 
Fomayaktewa. “We also 
included the state highway 
in the inventory as well.” 

Both Hopi and Nava- 
jo tribe will split $50K 
in FY2017 for the design 
phase of the sign replace- 
ment project and then an 
additional $500K plus for 
construction. 

“Right now there is no 
set amount of how much 
money Hopi will receive, 
but our submission is that 
we have done all of our 
footwork already,” said 
Fomayaktewa. “NACOG 
did inform us that a ma- 
jority of our signs were 
approved for replacement.” 

Fomayaktewa said get- 
ting funds to replace the 
signs is significant because 
individual signs are cost- 
ly to replace. A standard 


speed limit sign can cost 
anywhere from $75-$ 125, 
and that is not including 
the post (hardware). 

“We currently have old 
signs that are ineffective 
during the evening and 
weather related events be- 
cause of the lack of reflec- 
tivity,” said Fomayaktewa. 
“Having proper signage 
will help to reduce traffic 
fatalities and serious inju- 
ries.” 

Signs that will be re- 
placed are regulatory signs 
such as stop signs, speed 
limit signs, yield signs and 
cautionary signs; and in- 
formation signs and mile 
markers. 

The actual construction 
of the sign replacement 
and upgrade will take place 
in 2018; Hopi will contract 
with the State who will re- 
place all the signs. The new 
signs will be whatever the 
standard is at the time of 
replacement. 

Hopi was not approved 
for the Stripping Project 
because they did not meet 
the requirement which 
was a systematic approach 
where all of the roads had 


to be interconnected. 

“If we had known that, 
we could have used the 
state highway to be re- 
stripped and we would 
have met that eligibility,” 
said Fomayaktewa. “We 
will have to wait for the 
next opportunity and we 
will submit another appli- 
cation.” 

Fomayaktewa added be- 
ing approved for the sig- 
nage project was made pos- 
sible through everyone’s 
work in the passage of the 
“Hopi Strategic Highway 
Safety Plan”. This safety 
plan will be useful in shar- 
ing certain traffic fatalities 
that can be used in data re- 
porting to make improve- 
ments on Hopi roadways. 

“Crash data collection is 
very important to us,” said 
Fomayaktewa. “This will 
also help first responders 
when they come upon an 
accident and finding the 
cause. We are educating 
one another.” 

Fomayaktewa reminds 
everyone to eliminate cell- 
phone use while driving; he 
hopes to start a campaign 
on this in the near future.

LuAnn Leonard, HEEF 
Executive Director, wished 
to express thanks to all 
the outgoing HEEF board 
members. “Askwali to all 
of our members for their 
selfless commitment of 
time and energy and other 
resources given to support 
the HEEF’s mission,” said 
Leonard. 

As a way of showing 
thanks to its students and 
donors, the HEEF themed 
its fall event “Creating 
Pathways...”. The theme 
was meant to be represen- 
tative of those who help 
pave the way for future 
generations to receive an 
education. 

During the event, stu- 
dents in the Tucson area 
who currently receive 
funding from the Hopi

The HTHA Homeowner- 
ship Program is committed 
to providing Homeown- 
ership opportunities. The 
Homeownership program 
is to provide housing ser- 
vices to low/moderate in- 
come Hopi families and to 
permit each applicant the 
greatest opportunity for 
the exercise of individual 
rights, that are compliant 
with NAHASDA rules and 
regulations pertaining to 
the Admission and Contin- 
ued Occupancy. 

The Homeownership 
program requires an annu- 
al income of $14,000, and 
cannot exceed the income 
limits based on family 
size. The Homeownership 
program will maintain a 
waiting list of all appli- 
cants with authorized land 
assignments. When a new 
project is scheduled to be- 
gin, the HTHA will select 
eligible applicants from 
the waiting list based on 


need and other factors us- 
ing scoring criteria to de- 
termine priority, and no- 
tification to applicant will 
be completed accordingly. 

HTHA Homeownership 
Intake & Eligibility Appli- 
cation Process: 

(1) It is encouraged that a 
face to face meeting occur 
with all the adult members 
of the household, to ensure 
that the correct program 
application(s) are provid- 
ed and explained in detail, 
also with the request of 
addition verification forms 
that may be required to 
complete the eligibility de- 
termination process. 

(2) Assist applicants with 
information regarding pro- 
gram eligibility, program 
options and services pro- 
vided by the Hopi Tribal 
Housing Authority that 
would best suit the house- 
hold needs. 

(3) A limited background 


check will be completed 
on all household members 
over the age of 18, to en- 
sure that the household 
will not have detrimental 
effect on other residents 
due to habits, practices, 
and criminal activity. 

(4) Applicant's determi- 
nation of eligibility is made 
by using the following pro- 
gram requirements and 
income limits: NAHASDA 
80% National AMI Home- 
ownership. 

(5) Once and applicant has 
been determined eligible 
the household is placed on 
a waiting list. Homeown- 
ership requires an official 
land assignment from one's 
respective village as part of 
the application process. 

(6) Once a project is fund- 
ed, Land Assignments will 
then go through a Site 
Feasibility Study which will 
initiate the Service Line 
Agreement (SLA) Process if 
site is determined feasible. 


(7) Eligible Applicants 
are required to attend the 
Mandatory Homebuyer Ed- 
ucation Training sessions. 

(8) If an applicant de- 
clines a unit he/she will be 
moved to the bottom of 
the waiting list. 

(9) If the unit is accepted 
and the household is still 
program and income eligi- 
ble (update is completed 
at that time), a move-in 
will be scheduled with RSS. 

(10) All applicants must 
update their application 
every 12 months for all 
Programs.

Hopi Senom Transit 
starts weekend trial 
run to Flagstaff

The Hopi Senom Transit started a weekend trial run 
into Flagstaff last month to see how many riders they 
would get. 

Shawn Silas, Transit Supervisor said the trial run is 
on volunteer basis because the drivers work 40 hours a 
week, but is hoping to hire a part-time driver to do the 
weekend route next year. 

There will be another trial run on Dec. 10 starting at 
7:10 am from the Hopi Police Department with stops 
at Circle M, Second Mesa Post Office, Hopi Cultural 
Center, Seba Dalkai Jet. 87, Rt. 87 and N50 crossroad, 
Winslow Wal-Mart and Kachina Square. The weekend 
fare is a flat rate of $4.00. 

The first trial run had seven to eight passengers with 
additional passengers getting on in Winslow to Flagstaff 
where there was a layover of five to six hours. 

Silas said they would like to keep the weekend route 
going, but due to the shortage of staff they are not able 
to. 

“The drivers get paid for working on the weekend, but 
since they already worked 40 hours it’s up to them if 
they want to work,” said Silas. “It’s all on a volunteer 
basis.” 

The Hopi Senom Transit is in the process of hiring 
a Service Technician and is also looking into hiring a 
temporary driver. 

“We are looking for someone who is willing to work 
30 hours a week; driving the weekend route and when 
the other drivers are on leave,” said Silas. 

Another service the Transit offers is what they call a 
“deviated fixed route”, meaning they can make stops 
other than their designated stops along their routes. 

Silas said they get calls from riders to be picked up 
along the route or requests from elders and people with 
disabilities to be picked up at their homes. 

“That is at the discretion of the driver to determine 
if the bus can make to the front door of these homes 
because the bus is big and needs enough space to turn 
around,” said Silas. 

A new route to Tuba City was added in September 
with a full-time driver who makes two trips a day. Silas 
said the ridership for that route fluctuates and hopes it 
will increase. 

There are three stops in Tuba City; the Hospital, Ba- 
sha’s and the Honahni Building in Moencopi. 

Next year, Silas said they will use the Greyhound ter- 
minal in Flagstaff which will meet up with the bus com- 
ing in from Phoenix and Las Vegas. 

Flagstaff will have two drop off points; Kachina 
Square and Greyhound Terminal. This is made possible 
through the Inter-City funding. 

Donovan Gomez, Director of the Hopi Senom Transit 
said they are looking at ways to serve the community 
better. 

“That is what our program is for; to serve the commu- 
nity not only on the weekdays, but on the weekends as 
well,” said Gomez.

“We need to buck- 
le down and get serious 
about this sport, but we 
are going to be a whole lot 
better, Coach Morgan said. 

He said his first meet 
as head coach was chaot- 
ic because of the problem 
with the athletes not get- 
ting their weight classes. 

“This has been a learn- 
ing process, but I’m will- 
ing to learn,” Coach Mor- 
gan said. “We have a great 
bunch of kids. They have 
done more than I’ve ex- 
pected. This should be a 
good season.”

Mesa Media Inc. will 
have some new Hopi La- 
vayi products available 
to purchase in time for 
the holiday season; 2017 
Hopi Calendar, one of five 
tiny books, Hopi alphabet 
coloring book, Hopi word 
cloud posters, and a Hopi 
Language application. 

Mesa Media Inc. Pres- 
ident Anita Poleahla said 
the Hopi calendar is in its 
third print; the 2017 calen- 
dar includes 28 color pag- 
es, moon phases, most ma- 
jor holidays and character 
traits for each month. 

“The artwork for the 
calendars was done by lo- 
cal Hopi artists, most of 
whom are students at Hopi 
High School,” said Pole- 
ahla. “I tell my students 
to draw me something that 
reflects the month I want a 
drawing for and they cre- 
ate it for me. They get a 
stipend for their artwork 
as well.” 

One of the new items 
Poleahla is excited to talk 
about is the Hopi lan- 
guage app that will be free 
to download on to your 
phones and tablets. 

“We used our students 
for this project as well,” 
said Poleahla. “We used 
Kaden Mahle’s voice for 
the application and other 
students pitched in with 
their artwork.” 

Poleahla said the appli- 
cation is a spin-off of an 
old Jeopardy game she 
owned. The application 
was designed by Peter 
Baumgard; Poleahla hopes 
to build on the use of tech- 
nology for future Hopi La- 
vayi products. 

New books that will be 
available to purchase is a 
tiny book titled, Ana! Too- 
to nuy mu ’a and the Hopi 
Alphabet Coloring Book. 
The Tiny Books are simple 
books that will teach chil- 
dren simple words such as 
“ouch” and “scratch”. The 
tiny books are 10 to 12 
pages and there will be a 
total of five different tiny 
books printed. 

“It is repetitive words 
and I’m sure they will 
learn what the words are 
and how to use them,” said 
Poleahla. 

The Coloring book is of 
the Hopi Alphabet and is 
illustrated by high school 


students. 

Poleahla said she is hap- 
py to announce the Hopi 
Cultural Center is selling 
Mesa Media Inc. products 
if people are interested 
in purchasing any of the 
items available online. 

“All of Mesa Media Inc. 
products are in Third Mesa 
dialect because of academ- 
ic value and because I cite 
the Hopi Dictionary all the 
time,” said Poleahla. 

Poleahla currently teach- 
es the Hopi Language class 
at Hopi High School where 
she has students from all 
Hopi villages. Poleah- 
la took a Hopi language 
class from the late Emory 
Sekaquaptewa; he taught 
his students how to change 
a word to reflect each vil- 
lage’s dialect. That is what 
Poleahla teaches her stu- 
dents so they can learn it in 
their own dialect. 

Poleahla said she would 
like to see a Hopi textbook 
developed for the Hopi 
Language class before she 
leaves so that it could be 
used by the students. 

“I will have a rough 
draft in place by the time 
I leave,” said Poleahla. “I 
also want to create lessons 
for all of the music CD’s, 
language learning CD’s 
and DVD’s we have now.” 

During the summer 
break, Poleahla is busy 
creating new products for 
Mesa Media Inc., she is 
the creator and developer 
of all the language learn- 
ing materials. 

Mesa Media Inc. was 
founded in 2004 by Po- 
leahla and the late Ferrell 
Secakuku. In 2005 they be- 
came a 501(c) (3) non-prof- 
it Hopi organization. 

“The mission of Mesa 
Media Inc. is to revitalize 
the Hopi language, which 
encompasses the philos- 


maintained by Hopi peo- 
ple for centuries.” 

Through grants, they are 
able to produce these Hopi 
language learning prod- 
ucts to keep the Hopi lan- 
guage alive and to keep the 
cost of these products at a 
reasonable price so that 
everyone can learn. 

Poleahla remembers the 
first cassette her and Se- 
cakuku released. 

“We recorded ourselves 


with a handheld record- 
er and then transferred it 
onto a cassette tape,” said 
Poleahla as she smiled 
and laughed. “It was a lot 
of work because we had 
to print and stick the la- 
bels onto the cassette our- 
selves, then we advanced 
to CD’s; and now I can 
just send a request to order 
more CD’s and it comes 
pre-packaged. We have 
come a long way.” 

Poleahla said Secakuku 
was the composer on three 
of the music CD’s; he always 
knew which words to use 
and how it should be sung. 

The last CD, “Living 
through Hopi Songs”, they 
released together and dedicat- 
ed it to their grandchildren.
